Province promises to spend $307 million for schools

The province is promising 
to spend more than $300 
million in the next seven 
years for a new school 
construction and renova¬ 
tion program. 

The $307.3-million in¬ 
vestment announced yes¬ 
terday is for eight new 
schools to be built and 41 
other schools to be upgrad¬ 
ed throughout the province 
by 2016. The announce¬ 
ment is part of the 
province’s Building For 
Growth economic stimulus 
plan, with work contingent 
on approval of the upcom¬ 


ing spring budget. 

“These 49 school projects 
will provide jobs now and a 
valuable legacy for years to 
come,” Premier Rodney 
MacDonald said in a re¬ 
lease. 

From the Halifax Region¬ 
al School Board, there are 
four new schools slated to 
be built, with two others re¬ 
ceiving renovations. 

A new $ 34.2-million high 
school is slated to replace 
Charles P. Allen in Bedford 
with a scheduled opening 
of 2012. In Halifax, a Joseph 
Howe Elementary School 
replacement is set for 2013 
along with a LeMarchant- 
St. Thomas Elementaiy 
School replacement for 


2014. 

In Dartmouth, a new P-9 
school will replace Prince 
Arthur Junior High and 
Southdale-North Woodside 
Elementaiy, with an open¬ 
ing date of 2014. 

Two other schools — 
Dartmouth High and Inglis 
Street Elementaiy — will 
both receive multimillion- 
dollar upgrades, along with 
local French schools Car- 
refour and Ecole Sec- 
ondaire d’Halifax. 

Education Minister Judy 
Streatch, who joined the 
premier at yesterday’s an¬ 
nouncement in Lunenburg, 
said the schools chosen 
come from the latest Capi¬ 
tal School Construction List 


started in 2008, with rec¬ 
ommendations from school 
boards across the province. 

She added the announce¬ 
ments also clean up left¬ 
over projects from a similar 
list made in 2003. 

“I think people will be 
veiy suspicious that this is 
an announcement appar¬ 
ently being made shortly 
before an election cam¬ 
paign,” NDP Leader Darrell 
Dexter said to yesterday’s 
news.

Sewage 
plant shut 
down for 
one year

The pictures of pumps 
and other equipment cov¬ 
ered in sludge and grime 
were taken following a Jan. 
14 flood that was caused by 
a power outage and put the 
$ 54-million facility out of 
commission. 

Brad Anguish, director of 
Halifax Regional 
Municipality’s Harbour So¬ 
lutions Project, and Carl 
Yates, general manager of 
Halifax Water, told city 
council during a closed- 
door meeting that the 
plant will be closed for an¬ 
other year and later made a 
public announcement. 

The first of three sewage 
treatment facilities for the 
municipality opened to 
much fanfare in February 
2008 and Mayor Peter Kelly 
followed up last August 
with a celebratory swim in 
newly cleaned waters off of 
Point Pleasant Park. 

“We sincerely regret this 
setback,” Anguish said. 

Yates added it’s “a 
balancing act” between in¬ 
specting and correcting the 
problems inside and 
getting the plant up and 
running again.

Halifax’s Titanic collection 
at the Maritime Museum 
of the Atlantic grew 
yesterday with the 
addition of $80,000 worth 
of highly sought after arti¬ 
facts: a mortuary bag, a 
wreckwood rosette, a 
photograph and a cap 
badge. 

The rough canvas bag 
held the belongings of 
first-class bedroom stew¬ 
ard Edmund Stone, who 
died in the 1917 disaster 
and was buried at sea. The 
bag has “41” written on it, 
showing Stone was the 
41st body recovered. The 
possessions found on his 
body were sealed in the 
bag and mailed to his wife 
in England, where all of 
the items were bought at 
auction last fall. 

Some passengers had 
pockets stuffed with dia¬ 
monds as they awaited a 
rescue that never came. 
Not Stone, a rusty pocket 


watch, a few keys and a 
ticket for an item held at a 
pawn shop were all that re¬ 
mained of the 33-year-old. 


“When I hold this mate¬ 
rial, it does sometimes feel 
a little spooky. I just imag¬ 
ine this mortuary bag ar¬ 


riving in the mail to Mrs. 
Stone, and her opening 
this up, and this is all 
that’s left of her husband,”

Conlin noted Stone’s pay 
stopped April 15, 1917. 
“You only got paid as long 
as the ship was afloat,” he 
explained. 

The wreckwood rosette 
was made by William Park¬ 
er, a Halifax carpenter who 
helped recover Titanic vic¬ 
tims. He carved it out of 
pieces of the mahogany 
balustrade from the ship’s 
grand staircase. The muse¬ 
um already had a cribbage 
table Parker made from 
the same material. 

The photograph is of 
him and the cap badge al¬ 
so belonged to the “wreck- 
wood folk artist” of the Ti¬ 
tanic, Conlin said. “This 
flotsam nobody wanted, 
he turned it into paper¬ 
weights, picture frames, 
cribbage boards and 
rosettes.” 

Those were given as me¬ 
mentos to those who had 
helped in the rescue and 
recovery.

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Foreign spies 
target Canada 

Commercial secrets valued: CSIS 


Foreign nations have 
stepped up their efforts to 
infiltrate Canada and steal 
valuable industrial, 
military and commercial 
secrets, the Canadian spy 
agency says in its latest 
annual report. 

The Canadian Security 
Intelligence Service (CSIS) 
also expressed concern 
about foreign interference 
in the country’s domestic 
affairs, given Canada’s 
multicultural makeup and 
large immigrant communi¬ 
ties. 

The report for the year 
2007-2008 was quietly 
posted on the agency’s 
website earlier this month 
with no publicity. No one 
at the agency was immedi¬ 
ately available for com¬ 
ment. 

“Foreign espionage — 


the primary preoccupation 
of intelligence agencies 
right up until the 1990s — 
continued unabated after 
(the) 9-11 (attacks on the 
United States). It is in fact 
growing and becoming 
even more sophisticated 
and aggressive through the 
application of new tech¬ 
nologies,” the report said. 

Foreign spies are inter¬ 
ested in sectors such as 
agriculture, biotechnology, 
communications, oil ex¬ 
ploitation, mining, aero¬ 
space and control systems 
engineering, it said. 

CSIS also noted that 
Canada — as a member of 
NATO and the signatoiy to 
numerous defence agree¬ 
ments — had access to mil¬ 
itary technologies through 
its allies.

A noticeably more 
subdued Karlheinz 
Schreiber took the stand 
yesterday at an inquiry in¬ 
to his cash dealings with 
former prime minister Bri¬ 
an Mulroney. 

For a moment, just be¬ 
fore the inquiry resumed, 
it looked like the vintage 
Schreiber had shown up as 
he cautioned reporters to 
listen carefully because 
promised reporters he was 
going to expose “seven 
scandals in one.” 

But Schreiber quickly ap¬ 
peared to shrink under 
tough questioning from in- 
quiiy counsel Richard Wol- 
son, who corrected him 
sharply when he appeared 
to be heading off on a tan¬ 


gent. 

Gone were the rambling 
outbursts that character¬ 
ized his appearance late in 
2007 and early 2008 before 
a parliamentary commit¬ 
tee where he held court, 
spinning tales of unproven 
political scandals. 

Rather than the free-for- 
all atmosphere of a politi¬ 
cal hearing, instead, the 
75-year-old was taken to 
task for conflicting state¬ 
ments and reminded to 
stick to the issues at hand. 

The German-Canadian 
businessman was the key 
player driving force behind 
a failed plan hatched in 
the late 1980s to build an 
armoured vehicle plant in 
Nova Scotia and then later 


Quebec, and lobbied Mul¬ 
roney repeatedly to throw 
his Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive government’s support 
behind the so-called Bear 
Head project. 

Schreiber was quickly 
reined in when he insisted 
he was angiy that the Bear 
Head deal did not get off 
the ground because of his 
interest in protecting 
Canadian soldiers, and not 
the loss of a few “bucks of 
commission.” 

Schreiber acknowledged 
later he stood to make up 
to $1.8 billion in commis¬ 
sions if a proposed Canadi¬ 
an-made armoured vehicle 
had taken off internation¬ 
ally.

The capture of the Greek- 
owned MV Irene E.M. and 
Togo-flagged MV Sea Horse 
showed pirates have not 
been deterred by two raids 
in which U.S. and French 
forces killed five pirates.

Seafarers’ Assistance Pro¬ 


gramme said the ship’s 22

Hours later, the MV Sea 
Horse was seized about 143 
kilometres off Somalia by 
pirates on board three or 
four skiffs. 

Pirates yesterday also at¬ 
tacked a U.S.-flagged mer¬ 
chant ship, an unidentified 
NATO source said, but were 
unable to board the craft.

Euro comparison flawed 

Re: Reforming health care 
means reforming illusions 

Although we agree with 
Dr. Keith Martin, member of 
Parliament from B.C., that 
Canadian health care needs 
to be improved, there is no 
evidence to support his as¬ 
sertion that more private 
competition is the best solu¬ 
tion. In fact, Europe has pro¬ 
duced much evidence to the 
contraiy. 

Governments in Canada 
spend less on health care 
than most European coun¬ 
tries. Dr. Martin’s comment 
that Canada spends more 
on health care than the av¬ 
erage European country, al¬ 
though true, is misleading 
because the private sector in 
Canada spends more on 
health care than in many 
European countries accord¬ 
ing to the OECD. 

Dr. Martin glosses over de¬ 
bates raging in many Euro¬ 
pean countries about the in¬ 
tegration of private and 
public services. For exam¬ 
ple, in one of France’s na¬ 
tional newspapers, three 
doctors recently pointed out 
that increased competition 
in the hospital sector has re¬ 


sulted in exorbitant extra¬ 
billing. According to a 
French official equivalent to 
our auditor general, the ex¬ 
tra-billing has reached €2 
billion ($3.3 billion) a year. 
Documents filed by the gov¬ 
ernment of British Colum¬ 
bia during the court case 
with owners of private for- 
profit clinics reveal that ex¬ 
tra-billing will also be part 
of Canada’s future if there is 
increased private-sector in¬ 
volvement in health care. 

We all know that Canadi¬ 
an health care is far from 
perfect. Dr. Martin is right to 
push for change, but we 
strongly disagree with his 
prescription. The evidence 
in Canada, Europe and the 
United States shows that it 
is within the publicly fund¬ 
ed, not-for-profit health sys¬ 
tem that Canadians get file 
best value for money. Let’s 
stick with evidence-based 
solutions that will benefit 
all Canadians, not just those 
who can afford to pay.

Mazda6 a winner

Getting there, as they say, 
is half the fun. 

On a recent family excur¬ 
sion to the Algonquin Park 
area for a few days vaca¬ 
tion, I booked a 2009 Maz- 
da6 GT V6 because it was a 
double standout last year. 

It won its category (Best 
New Family Car, $22,000- 
$30,000) at the annual Au¬ 
tomotive Journalists Associ¬ 
ation of Canada (AJAC) Car 
of the Year awards. Then it 
almost took the overall CO- 
TY title losing by one, sin¬ 
gle point to the Hyundai 
Genesis. 

The 2009 model is easily 
the best-looking Mazda6 
yet. 

From the front fenders 
back, you can see how the 
lines in some of Mazda’s 
recent concepts were 
moulded into the overall 
structure. An example is a 
very subtle and elegant “S” 
curve that flows from the 
high point of the roof 
down and back to the tip 
of the rear deck. 

But the most pro¬ 
nounced feature of the ex¬ 
ternal styling is the way 
the front fenders flare out 
like wings, and along with 
the five-point grille, gives 
the car the look of a broad 
arrow. Starting with the 
RX-8 sportscar then the CX- 
7 CUV and more recently 
the 2010 Mazda3, this is 
now the signature styling 
cue for the entire model 
lineup. 

The 2009 Mazda6 is larger 
than the previous version in 
every dimension. Wheel¬ 
base is lengthened by 115

mm; overall length is 
greater by 195 mm, while 
overall width is increased 
by 60 mm. 

Both front and rear occu¬ 
pants benefit from more 
headroom, shoulder room, 
and legroom. Cargo capaci¬ 
ty has grown by 39 litres to 
469 litres. That 10 per cent 
increase in cargo volume 
results in a very high trunk 
deck. 

There is a drawback. In 
creating all that trunk 
room the high deck lid 
makes reversing problem¬ 
atic. Ergo, you will have to 


be very careful when back¬ 
ing up not to hit objects 
like posts. There is no park¬ 
ing assist audible warning 
available. 

The steering wheel has a 
nice feel to it and the in¬ 
struments, with amber 
and violet display hues, are 
easy on the eyes. 

Tested here is the GT V6, 
and my wife, son and I each 
drove the car and found the 
power driver’s seat could be 
adjusted for three very dif¬ 
ferent body shapes. The 
best past is, with three 
memory settings, all of us 
could be happy. 

One of Mazda’s prime 
objectives was to include 
“Zoom, Zoom” in the ride 
and handling. In other 
words, the 2009 Mazda6 
had to have the “soul of a 
sports car.” 

What stuck out was the 
small turning circle, mak¬ 
ing steering and parking 
much easier than a lot of 
other front-drivers. 

We all commented on 
the big brakes that are 
very solid in actuation that 
leads to a feel of confi¬ 
dence behind the wheel. 

My tester was equipped

with the blind spot system 
that lit up an icon in ei¬ 
ther mirror each time a 
car came into the blind 
spot zone. 

It also lets out an audible 
beep if you move into an¬ 
other lane and a car is in 
the blind spot.

Across Rockies 
on a tank of gas

Sure, it was an effective 
way to showcase a fuel-effi¬ 
cient vehicle and an eco- 
friendly blend of gas, but 
one big reason why four 
men drove two cars from 
Calgary to Vancouver on 
single tanks of gas was 
simply to stroke the male 
ego. 

Last year, Halifax Volk¬ 
swagen dealer Mike 
Velemirovich drove a Volk¬ 
swagen TDI more than 
1,100 kilometres from Hal¬ 
ifax to Montreal to see his 
favourite hockey team 
play, the Canadiens. 

This year, Calgaiy Volk¬ 
swagen dealer Jerry Sturlco 
challenged him to a re¬ 
peat, but this time from 
Calgaiy to Vancouver to 
catch a Flame s-Canuclcs 
game. 

“I said to him, ‘Well, 
(driving from Halifax to 
Montreal) is not bad, I 
guess, but the real test 
would be to take these 
TDIs over the Rocky 
Mountains (from Calgary) 
to Vancouver,”’ said 
Sturlco. 

“It kind of grew out of 
guys being guys, basically, 
into the idea of doing this 
on a scale to really test and 
showcase the vehicles,” 
said James Tansey, one of 
the four drivers and presi¬ 
dent of Offsetters, a Van¬ 
couver-based company 
that works to reduce cli¬ 
mate impact. 

Along with Vancouver 
Volkswagen dealer Jim 
Tompkins, a consultant 
and a videographer, the 
group — dressed in hockey 
and referee jerseys — met

in Calgaiy and piled into 
two Volkswagen TDIs at 
4:30 a.m. on April 7. 

Running on a blend of 
diesel and five per cent 
biodiesel, the two cars ar¬ 
rived in Vancouver 15 
hours later — just in time 
to see the Canucks defeat 
the Flames. 

“We (used) less than five 
litres per 100 kilometres, 
which is about double the 
fuel efficiency of the aver¬ 
age North American 
fleet,” said Tansey, who al¬ 
so emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of driving intelli¬ 
gently by not accelerating 
and breaking hard, for ex¬ 
ample. 

The journey, which in¬ 
cluded a few spontaneous 
stops, totalled 1,075 kilo¬ 
metres. 

One of the cars was 
down to just one and a half 
litres of fuel upon arriving 
in Vancouver. 

What would they have 
done if they didn’t make 
it? 

“Well, we would have 
been stuck at the side of 
the road and we would 
have been testing Volkswa¬ 
gen’s emergency support 
service,” said Tansey with a 
laugh.

Friends unveil star 
for George Harrison

Former Beatle George 
Harrison received a 
posthumous star on the 
Hollywood Walk of Fame 
yesterday, with a little 
help from such friends as 
Paul McCartney, Eric Idle 
and Tom Hanks. 

As about one thousand 
fans looked on, Harrison’s 
star was unveiled outside 
the landmark Capitol 
Records tower by his Los 
Angeles-bom widow Olivia 
and 30-year-old son Dhani. 

“He was a beautiful, mys¬ 
tical man living in a materi¬ 
al world, and he was as fun¬ 
ny as the day is long, and 
just as perplexing,” Olivia 
said. “George, this day is for 
you.” 

Added Hanks, “All things 
must pass, sure. But George 
is going to live forever.” 

Harrison died of cancer 
in 2001, aged 58. Idle, a 
member of the Monty 
Python comedy troupe, not¬ 
ed that Harrison actually 
drew his last breath in Mc¬ 
Cartney’s Los Angeles 
home, “and it’s one of the 
reasons I won’t go and stay 
with John Cleese.” 

McCartney did not speak 
to the crowd, but instead 
rubbed Olivia Harrison’s 
shoulders, joked with

As newsrooms slowly die 
across the country, one 
journalist is hunting for 
the killer. Well, a killer. In 
Russell Crowe's new

Anne McNeilly, assistant 
professor of journalism at 
Ryerson University, thinks 
movies set in newsrooms 
are so popular because the 
work itself is exhilarating. 

“As soon as news hap¬ 
pens anywhere, you know 
about it first. 9/11, how ex¬ 
citing was that? A hostage 
taking downtown, you 
know about in a second. 
It’s a buzz.” 

McNeilly started in small 
papers before working 25 
years for the Globe & Mail 
and Ottawa Citizen. It was 
movies like All The Presi¬ 
dent’s Men that drew her 
to newspapers. 

“Journalists get hooked 
on that adrenaline rush, 
because it’s like a drug. You 
get so addicted you can’t 
leave the biz,” she explains. 
That excitement translates 
to the viewer. 

“I love movies about 
newsrooms,” she says, cit¬ 
ing His Girl Friday and 
Deadline USA as favourites. 

“What’s so unnerving (at 
Ryerson) is that lots of the 
students now have never 
heard of Woodward and 
Bernstein. They don’t even 
know what Watergate is,” 
she says. “They brought 
down a president! What’s a

The Runway winner

With consistency, creativi¬ 
ty and skill, Toronto 
designer Sunny Fong fol¬ 
lowed his instincts to 
emerge victorious on last 
night's Project Runway 
Canada finale. 

Fong’s win came as little 
surprise to viewers or his 
competitors as the 32-year- 
old designer had racked up 
the most challenge wins 
and garnered frequent 
praise from the judges 
throughout the competi¬ 
tion. 

Despite his talent, Fong 
says he struggled early on 
to find confidence in his 
work. 

“My biggest challenge 
initially was believing in 
what I did. I had to get over 
that first, after that I 
learned to trust my own in¬ 
stincts,” Fong said. 

In the early stages of the 
competition, Fong figured 
he would stick to simple 
designs to stay under the 
radar as much as possible, 
but quickly shifted his 
strategy when he realized 
the judges meant business.

“I went in thinking I’m 
going to do my best but be 
very safe. A few episodes 
in, I realized safe wasn’t go¬ 
ing to be good enough,” 
Fong said. 

While the time con¬ 
straints to produce gar¬ 
ments on the show were 
extreme, Fong says he 
thinks the challenge really 
brought the best out of de¬ 
signers. 

“Working under pres¬ 
sure is sort of my thing. 
The whole rushed, mad 


dash to get everything 
done is always the case 
with fashion. I think it real¬ 
ly shows who is confident 
and ready to win,” Fong 
said. 

Fong started his own 
clothing line, named Vawk, 
in 2003 but closed it after 
just two years because he 
ran out of money. Before 
winning he had said if he 
didn’t win he would proba¬ 
bly give up on fashion for¬ 
ever. 

Now with his win of 
$100,000 and a retail men¬ 
torship at Winners, Fong 
hopes to use all the experi¬ 
ence he has gained from 
Project Runway Canada to 
restart his brand and keep 
it afloat this time around. 

“I’m hoping to get my 
line really stable and make 
sure it doesn’t shut down 
again. I don’t want to rush 
it,” he said. 

He has no secrets as to 
how he finds inspiration, 
although he says he gets 
plenty of ideas from hang¬ 
ing around the house. 

“I get inspired from the 
things I see. Home decorat¬ 
ing and interior design re¬ 
ally inspires me because 
it’s a lifestyle,” Fong said.

1/2 tsp (2 ml) black pepper 
1 lb (500 g) well-trimmed 
boneless beef top round, 
cut about 2 in. (5 cm) thick 
1 tsp (5 mL) garlic powder 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) cayenne pep¬ 
per 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large non¬ 
stick frying pan over medi¬ 
um-high heat. Add onions 
and sugar, and cook, stir¬ 
ring occasionally, until 
onions begin to brown, 20 
minutes. 


2. Add vinegar, orange 
zest, orange juice, 1/2 tsp 
(2 ml) oregano, 1/2 tsp (2 
ml) salt, and black pepper. 
Cook until onions are wilt¬ 
ed and glazed, 5 minutes. 

3. Meanwhile, preheat 
broiler. Rub beef with re¬ 
maining 1/4 tsp (1 ml) 
oregano, 1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt, 
garlic powder and cayenne 
pepper. Broil beef 4 in. (10 
cm) from heat until medi¬ 
um, 5 minutes per side. 

Let rest 5 minutes before 
cutting into thin slices. 
Serve with mashed 
potatoes and broccoli.
